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Fishing Cutbacks 


The commercial fisherman’s lot is not an 
one — at least not on the Great I ^akes. 
Til is was borne out repeatedly in testimony 
in Marquette during a public hearing on pro­ 
posed changes in commercial fishing law regula­ 
tions. The proposed regulations were drafted by 
the Great I^akes Fishery Advisory Committee 
and modified by the Fish Division of the De­ 
partment of Natural Resources after the Legis­ 
lature laM \ear enacted a law enabling the DNR 
to establish eligibility requirements as a basis for 
limiting the number of commercial fishermen en­ 
gaged in the industry. 
Tile reasoning was something like this: The 
state and federal governments have spent mil­ 
lions of dollar trying to increase the numbers 
of game and commercial fish species in the Great 
flakes through the «ea lamprey control program, 
restoration of lake trout and introduction of sal­ 
mon. Now that lake trout and salmon are provid­ 
ing the bilkis for a booming fishery, efforts to 
sustain fishing at the present level should be 
made This can be done in part by controlling the 
numbe~ of persons permitted to fish commer­ 
cially instead of issuing commercial fishing li­ 
censes to ail w ho apply for them. 
♦

During the hearing, commercia! fishermen 
who testified balked at the new restrictions that 
the state proposes to place upon them. They felt 
that they have been subject to stringent con­ 
trols for many years and that if there is one 
thing commercial fishermen do not need now it 
is more regulations. 
One fisherman said 
he thought 
the new* 
rules would put all Michigan fishermen operating 
in Green Bay waters out of business. Another 
objected that provisions of the proposed regula­ 
tions would eliminate part-time commercial fish­ 
ing. Others protested that the regulations as 
drafted would give the Department of Natural 
Resources too much latitude in control over all 
commercial fishing operations. 
The regulations will now be re-submitted to 
the Natural Resources Commission, which gave 
temporary approval to them last month. Testi­ 
mony from the Marquette hearing and two other 
hearings ti at were held in downstate communi­ 
ties on the same day will be turned over to the 
commission for consideration before the com­ 
missioners give final approval.

Tn one form or another, commercial fishing 
L due for additional controls. Under the limited 
entry act, the number of persons who will be 
allowed to engage in commercial fishing will he 
reduced. Part-time commercial fishermen will 
not qualify for licensing if the present recom­ 
mendations are 
allowed to stand. 
Those who 
qualify for licenses will be fishing under more 
rigid restrictions. 
Perhaps the most painless wa,' to reduce the 
number of licensed commercial fishermen would 
be simply by withholding the issuance to new 
applicants. Through a process of attrition the 
number of licence holders would diminish, prob­ 
ably quite rapidly. But this does not take into 
accourt the part-time fishermen. The goal is 
to reserve commercial fishing for those who re­ 
ly on it as their 
principal source of 
income. 
hence, the minimum 
requirements 
regarding 
number 
net lifts performed during the previ­ 
ous year by license applicants. 
There should be some provision for compen­ 
sating those who are forced out of the commer­ 
cial fishing industry. Among them are persons 
who have considerable sums invested in boats, 
nets and other equipment. T; e<e fishermen are 
entitled at least to fair market value from the 
state or federal government for their invest­ 
ment. 
We do not hesitate to pay subsidies to farm­ 
ers. We should have no qualms about fair com­ 
pensation for til'‘se whose livelihood depends on 
the harvest of fish.
